I} to defray the publick Expences of 
the Nation; but then particular 
Care fhould be taken, in the Man-

I any juft Occafion of Complaint ; 
which will be pnavoidable, where 
the Method of Colledtion tends to onflaving the Subjedt, 
and (ubverting the Conftitution ; for fince all that the 
People pay to the Commonwedith fs, in Reality, no- 
thing a hes the Price of thefe Rights and Privileges, 
which They enjoy under the prefent Government ; 
% it is not reafonable that any, who pay their Pro- 
portion of that Price, fhould be deprived of their Share 
ofthe Purchafe. - 

It often happens that the Tax it/e/f does not fit fo 
wneafy upon the People, as the Fnegua/ity of it, or fome 
Severity in the Method of collecting it. If there either 
be any Pattialicy in the Impofitions Themfelves, or if 
one Part of the Kingdom are deprived of the Liber- 
ties, to which They have a Right in common with the 
reft of their Fellow-Subje&ts,; This will certainly work 
Difcontent in the Hearts of fuch Mén, and raife an 
Envy in Them towards Thole, who enjoy the Privi- 
leges, which They are depriv'd of, contrary to their 
nataral Right. Such reafonable Difcontents as Thofe 
sre, which arife from the Caafes above-mentioned, ought 
always to be guarded againft and prevented with the 
utmiot Caution. They are Evils, which fpread foon 
and wide, carry along with Them violent Refentments, 
and have often proved fatal to Government itfelf. They 
take off fo many Friends of it, as find Themfelves af- 
feéted by thefe Evils, and drive Them into the uppo- 
fite Party 3 for of what Value is the beft Conftitution 
in the World to Thofe, who are cut cff from the 
Benefits of it, and reduced to a State of S/icery in a 

¢ Country ? Who can wonder if fuch Men fhould be 
provoked to join with the difaffetted, aud lay h:ld of 
all Opportunities to recover theirs antient, jyit and na- 
tural Liberties. 

The trading Part of Great Britvin is mot only a 
very large and opulent, but likewife the moft valuable 
Part of it. To their Labour and Induitry it is owing 
that this Nation is raifed froma wild, unculrivated De- 
fart to its prefent Height of Riches, Grandeur ‘and 
Strength. The Wifdom of our Anceftors hath there- 
fore been always employed in the Encouragement of 
Trade; and whenever the Neceflity of the State hath 
required the Impofition of any Burthen on it by Way of 
Subfidy, the Legiflature hath taken Care that the Tre- 
der thould be protected, at the fame Time, in his Per- 
for and Property againft the Oppreflions of Thofe, who 
were employed in collecting thofe Subfidies. 

I am ready to agree with the Author of « Letter to a 
Freebolder, that thofe Taxes, which pub ick Neceffity bath 
faid upon the Importation of Commodities, have been a 
wery grievous Buriben on the Britifh Commerce; and 
therefore it is a Daty incumbent on Miziffers to eafe 
that Burthen by all pefible Methods of Frwva/iry and 

OE cnomy; but if our prefent Circumftances will 
pot admit of any Reduffion of Taxes, (Which is the only 
effe€tual Relief) and the fale Difpute fhould be con- 
“eerning fome Alterations in the Manner of tillecthing Them, 
awife People will always’chufe the /eaf of teoo Evt's, 
and defire to continue under that Kind of Tax tion, 
which is moft agreeable to the Nature of Tra.e, and 
the fundamental Principles of their Conititution. 

This leads me to the Examination of a Point, which 
¥ defign to make the Subjeé& of this Paper, by explain- 
‘ing the Nature of Excifes, and thewing how They dif- 
fer from other Taxes. 

I am forry to obferve that this Point fhould went 
any Explonation; but fo-it is; that few. Perfons ex- 
cept. Thofe, who are concerned:in Trade and Mer- 
chandize, or have had the Honour to reprefent their 
Country: in Parliament, or tp ferve the Government in 
fome publick Poft, feem to be fully. appriaed of the 

ence between thefe Taxes; and the Letter-Writer 
_before-mentioned. hath the Difingeauity, ampngft all his 
general Arguments for Excifes, to take no Notice’ of 
the moft materiql Objettion agaiat Them; mean the 
Lear ef Excife. ! 
* This therefore neveffary, ig the firft’ Place, to ftate this 

Affair in a true Light.

tient Ufage, in the ordinary Courts of Juftice 5 but the 
Converfion of thofe ies into Exci/es puts the Tra- 
der under a gem Set of Lews, formerly unknown to our 
Ceaftitution, and, I hope I may-fay without Offence, 
not altogether agretable to it; for the Powers given to 
the Commiffioners of Excife- disfranchife every freeboru 
Englifomas, as far as He is a Dealer in excifeable Com- 
madities. 

One of the moft effential Parts of our Conftitution, as 
well ‘as the ftrongeft Bulwark of it, is That of Trials by 
— 3 a Privilege, which the Eng/if> Nation hath ai- 
ferted and ved for feveral Ages, with Oceans of 
Blood and an immenfe Profufion of Treafure. ‘It is. This, 
which fereens thé Sma// from the Oppreffion of the 
Great; the SubjeG from the unjuft Refentment of the 
Prince, or the Violence of his Mixifers; and therefore 
all Attempts to fupprefs shis Privilege are, in Effet, 
Attacks on our Conffitution in one of the tendereft 
Parts- of it, and.pave the Way to the Introduétion @f ar- 
bjtrary Gevernment. 

Our Egglifh Parliaments have always been fo zealous 
in their Endeavours for preferving this great Jewel of 
Liberty, and tranfmitting it to lateft Generations, that it 
hath been eftablifh'd and confirm'd by the legiflative 
Power near threefcare Times, fince the Norman Con- 
queft. It is, indeed, the moft effential Privilege of Magna 
Charta itfelf, which is the Foundation of all our Liber- 
ties, and fo deeply engraven in the Hearts of the People. 
Give me Leave to repeat, that this great and funda- 
mental Privilege is preferv'd to the Subjeé in all our 
Laws relating to the Cuffoms, or Duties om Importation ; 
but turning the — into Excifes on Home-Confump- 
tiom, according to the Letter- writer's Scheme, is putting 
the Trader under a Set of Officers, who have Power to 
interpret and execute the Laws ina /ummary and arbi- 
trary Manuer ; for here the Subjeét is condemn’d without 
Trial by Furies, in the ufual Manner, and left without 
any dernier Refort of Fuftice, uniels it be to the Com- 
miffioners of Appeal, which is a Kind of fime-cure, depen. 
dent Commiffion ; under which the Subjeét is tryed by 
his adverfe Party; the ig. savely and their inferior 
Officers being’Profecutors, Evidence, Judges and Execu- 
tioners.———Perfons, invefted with fuch a Power, and un- 
der fuch Ciroumftances; will feldom or never lofe a 
aufe. 

In all other Cafes, whether They relate to private 
Property, or lye between the Crozm and the Su+jef, the 
Ca:ife is not left to the Determination of the Fudzes. tho’ 
their + Commifhion is nat fo precarious as That of the 
Excife. They are under an Qath to do impartial Ju- 
ftice, according to Law. ‘They muit likewife have the 
Concurrence of the Verdig&t of twelve indifferent Men in 
the Neighbourhood, who are f{uppofed to be acquainted 
with the Parties, and are fworn to try the Caufe be- 


aver his Goods, as foon as He clears Them of the Cu/fem- 
— and gets Them home. He may difpofe of Them 
as He pleafes, without amy Body's Leave, and is not fub- 
ject to the capricious Humour of every Kitle Officer, wha 
may take it mto his Head, or perhaps think it merito- 
rious, to give Him as much Difturbance as poffible in the 
Execution of his Duty. The Zrader, in this Cafe, is 
not liable to have his Shop, or Warchoufes ranfack’d 
without Information upon Oath that fome contra 
Goods are conceal’d in Them ; nay, even then a Warrant 
mutt be granted by a civé] Magifirate, and execu'ed in 
Prefence-of a Peace-Oficer, in Day-Time only, accbril- 
ing to wfual and antient Forms of Law. 

On the other Hand, by the Lews of Excife, no Man is 
at Liberty, to remove his Goods from the Place, where 
They were firft depofired, without Leave from an Officer 
roe fo doings to vat he nnene of his other Bufi- 
nels, and often to the Prejudice of his particular Deali 
and Contraéts. na oe -. - 

As the Imprifonmens of the Bady is next to the Lo/s 
Life, fo the Coufacmeet of Propetty is next to volieg 4 
away; yet thus it is with excifeable Goods. They ate 
fhut up in Shops and Warehoufes under fevere Keepers, 
appointed by the Crown, and cannot be moved from 
thence, or difpofed of ina fair Way of Trade, ( though 
the Duties have been paid) without a Permit, or Habeas 
Corpus 3 being taken like Felons and condemn’d, if They 
are found without it. This is fuch an Inftance of Segy- 
rity, and fuch a Reflraint upon Trade, as is hardly to be 
parallel'd in any free Country. 

fndufiry hath its Foundation on Liderty; and thofe 
Men, who either are actually S/aves, or have Reafon to 
believe their Freedom precarious; will never fucceed in 
Trade, which thrives and flourifhes moft in Climates of 
- Liberty and Rafe. Thefe keep the prefent Inhabitants at 
home, and imvite others to fettle amongft Them, more 
than the Pleafantne& of Situation, or the who'*(me Tem- 
perature of Air. There are many Inftances of fruitful 
and delightful Countries, which have been im poverith'd 
and almoft depopulated, in Spight of Nature, by Sevisfities 
in Government. To This it is owing that Trade hath 
been loft to ome Netion and obtained by anebir.’ We 
Britons have particulesly experienc’d This, in former Age, 
tO. our infinite Advantage; and I hope We hall never ag 
fo weak a Part as to adopt thofe Methods of Govern- 
ment, which have deflroy’d Trade in other Countries, or 
to withdraw thofe Privileges and Encouragements, which 
have carry’d it to fo great an Height in cer own. 

It ought likewife to be particularly confidered, at 
this Time, that all the Nations in Eyrope are turning 
their Thoughts to Trafick, and even in thofe Counvries 
where the Government is abfolute in other Refpetts, 
They make it their Study to eafe the Merchants, and 





tween Them, according to the Evidence given in Court.

They afe nom‘nated by the Creez, 
and depend upon its Pleafure for the Continuance of their 
Places. They are under a ftriét Injanétion to take Care 
of the Revenue, and not ty'd dewn to the Rules of W7- 
minffer-Hall. Sa that when any Controverfy com:s before 
Them, We cannot be furpriz’d if They aé many Times 
as if They thought it their Duty to be fevere, becaufe the 
more Fines They lay upon the Subject, the more Money 
They brirg into the King’s Coffers ; nor that bad Men 
may be tempted to’ make This the Tenure, by which 
They hold their Places. - - 

But This is not the only Objection again Exci/e 
Laws, with Regatd toTrade, though I think it fo mate- 
rial, that it ought fingly to weigh down all the Argu- 
ments, which haye yet been advanced in Favour of 
Them, stole te 

However, let‘us view this Affiir in another Light.

from us, and fettle in thofe Countries, where They can 
carry on their Traffick with more Freedom; or comm- 
pel Them to lay it afide at home, in order. to live 
more at Rafe, and enjoy the Liberties. of their Covntry 
in common with the reft of their Fellow-Subjcéts Pegintee 
How prejadicial muft’ This be go. a sa-idg “Nation ? — 
Will it not take off the ablet Hands from the Intereh

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FORBIGN AFFAIRS. 

Hague, Oct. 14- Oar laft Letters from Seville inft- 
nuate, that the King of Spain is ficker than ever; but 
that his Diftemper, far from being mortal, is not fo much 
as dangerous: They fay he lies a-bed and will not be 
fhaved ; and fome add, that he has declared that he will 
not get up and drefs himfelf, till the Coach is at the 
Door, so 
abfolutely refolved to abdicate. ‘This isa tender Point to 
handle, and therefore we would not be underftood to 
affert the Trath of it; nor yet would we forbear all 
mention of it, left it fhould happen to come to pafs. 
The Queen will, no doubt, recur to every Spring and 
Stratagem to prevent the Effect of fuch a Refolution ; 
but many think fhe will hardly facceed, having no longer 
any Motive to keep the Court in Andalafia: The War 
in Barbary isat an End; and the Moors feem to have gi- 
ven up. their Defign upon Cesta. That Princefs has 
therefore no- ether Refource that we know of, than to 
find fome Reafon for undertaking the Siege of Gisra/tar, 
to which (they fay) fhe is greatly incited by the Pope’s 
Nuncio. The Holy Father has taken it into his Head 
{it feems) that the Court of Great Britain defigns to in- 
troduce the Enzlifh Form of Government there, and 
that this may in Time introduce the Enz/ifv Religion ; 
wherefore the old Gentieman has written a Letter to the 
King of Spain about it, to work upon his timorous Con- 
{cience ; telling him, that he may, if he pleafes, alienate 
the Temporatities of any Part of his Dominioriss bat 
that he has no Right to alienate any Part of the Spiritua- 
jities, which depend intircly upon the Church. It is 
apprehended by fome, that the Queen would facrifice 
many Things rather than lofe the Reins of Government ; 
and that fhe has procured this Letter from the Pope, to 
{tir up his Catholick Majefty to recover this Fortrefs; an 
Undertaking which would certainly cut out Work for a 
eonfderable Time, and involve the Spaniards in fuch 
Broils with the Eng/ifh Nation, as might find Employ- 
snent for their Arms no Body knows how long. 

Paris, Nov. 5. They write from Seville of the 17th 

, that the Court hid received Advice from the Mar- 
quels de Santa Cruz, Governor of Oran, that the 4/ ¢- 
pines were come to encamp before the Town, to the 
Number of between 30 and 40,000 Men, and had form’d 
the Siege of Maza/guivir 5 that they had taken one of 
the Redoubts, but were driven out again. The Gover- 
nor adds, that by the Attack and Defence of that Re- 
doubt he plainly perceived the Infidels had feveral Chri- 
ftian Officers, Engineers, and Cannoneers amongft them ; 
mean while he was in good Condition to refift them. 
However, the King no fooner received this’ Account, 
but gave Orders for 2000 Men to imbark forthwith, and 
reinforce the Garrifon of that Place. 

LON DON, November 4. 

We hear that the foremof Sku/lin the famous Row- 
ing matcht6Tamsetn hath lately met witha Rebuff 
in the Ecclefiaftical Court, and is threatened with Ex- 
communication, if Hedon’t foon comply with the 
Terms of his Sentence.
